Astronomers consider

of the seven visible

th a t th e center lino of this 60-mile 
-urip passes within four miles of the 
observatory 
at Denver 
University, 
where photograp hs of th e corona of 
the sun will be ta k e n with the aid 
of the great telescope which is eq uip ­ 
ped with a 20-inch lens 
According to 
Dean 
H erb etr 
A. 
Howe, head of the d e p a rtm e n t 
of 
astronomy at Denver University, this 
is the first time th a t the path of a 
total eclipse lias touched an observa­ 
tory c o nta inin g a telescope of this 
size, and tis'tron >mers a re h epeful of 
lear nin g more definitely the composi­ 
tion of the sun's corona, which a p ­ 
pears as a great glow around the sun 
when the solar body is obscured e n ­ 
tirely by the moon.

wealthy West Teja.s cattleman. K ir­ 
by recognized the 
name,

as 
young McAffee appeared to 
be gen­ 
uine. he accepted his statements. 
The bank was looking for a good 
customer, (’ashier T. R. Bacon sug­ 
gested to McAffee th a t he transact 
w hatever 
business he 
might 
have 
through the Van Zandt County 
N a­ 
tional Bank. 
McAfTee 
agreed

said he had a check on the First N a­ 
tional Bank of

BANK EXCHANGE IN ECUADOR 


Rata 
la 
Established 
by 
President* 
Who Alone Is Empowered to 
Make Such Ruling. 


A recent law promulgated In IV"n* 
dor attempts to regulate the bnnk rate 
of exchange as regards drafts to and 
from foreign countries. 
It provid- s 
for an advisory board to the president* 
presided over by the governor of 
Guayas and composed of delegates 
from the chambers of commerce of 
Guayaquil and Quito, the Agricultural 
association, each of the hanks of Issue, 
and the national bank inspector. The 
recommendations made by this board, 
according to Commerce Reports, may 
or may not bo acted upon by the pres­ 
ident, who alone is empowered to es­ 
tablish the legal rate of exchatge; 
and any person selling at a higher 
rate is liable to prosecution, with a 
penalty 
of 
ten 
times 
the 
excess 
charged. 
Export duties, including all sur­ 
charges, may be paid by checks or 
sight drafts on foreign markets where 
the goods are exported, taking as a 
basis the value of the pound sterling 
in the New York market. The drafts 
mentioned must be sold by the customs 
collectors at the prices paid for theiu. 
Iffie purchase of foreign drafts is 
at present very materially restricted, 
owing to the scarcity of funds in other 
countries; and it is generally believed 
that the present law will increase th< 
difficulties.

UNLUCKIEST CITY OF WORLD 


Bagdad, Where British Are Now Firm­ 
ly Established, Has Been Drenbhed 
In Blood sf Citizens. 


Bagdad, where the British are nos 
firmly established, has well earned Iti 
reputation of the world’s unluckles 
city, according to a writer in Pear 
son’s. 
Not a square inch of the sol 
on which it stands but has been aoake< 
with the blood of its citizens. 
When the Mongols, under their te r 
rible Chief Hulaga, took the city in 
1258, 1,000,000 of its inhabitants were 
put to death. 
Worse still, Hulaga 
ruined the whole system of Irrigation 
canals which made Mesopotamia per­ 
haps the richest country In the world, 
“thereby destroying the work of SOC 
generations In as many hours.” 
In 1393 Timur the Tartar sacked the 
city. 
He killed all 
Its inhabitants, 
“save only the holy men,” and 90,000 
skulls were piled up In pyramids be­ 
fore the walls. 
The Persians, under Shan Abbas, 
captured Bagdad in 1823, after a des­ 
perate resistance, and In revenge he 
ordered 500 of the principal citizens 
to be tortured to death in public, thi 
executions lasting over an entire week. 
Three hundred -others were executed 
by hanging them head downward In 
the city’s 300 wells, thereby poisoning 
the water supply. 


NOTED CAPTAIN TO LEAD 
TEXANS AGAINST HUNS 


F ort Worth, Texas, Dec. 27.— After 
having led a troop of Chinese cavalry 
in a Manchu revolution and a battery 
of Japanese artillery 
against 
the 
Russians in the Japanese-Russo war, 
Capt. Gordon Lawson of the 14 3d In­ 
fan try at Camp Bowie, near here, is 
now going to lead a company of Tex­ 
ans against the Germans. 
But 
it 
w on’t be the first time Captain Law ­ 
son has fought with the Americans, 
for he is a veteran of the Philippine 
campaign, serving under Maj. Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell in the Luzon cam­ 
paign, and under Generals Sumner 
and Wood in the Mindanao campaign. 
Captain Lawson, a native 
Texan, 
and a practicing lawyer at 
Palacio, 
took part in the Kwong See rebellion 
against the Manchus, the first revolt 
started by Dr. Sun Yat Sen in 1903. 
Dr. Sun grabbed up the young Ameri­ 
can at the first opportunity and sent 
him from the Philippines to 
China, 
putting him in charge of about one 
hundred and fifty Chinese horsemen, 
with directions to make them caval­ 
rymen. 
Captain Lawson says the 
trouble 
with China is its food. If the Chinese 
would eat plain, wholesome food, in­ 
cluding 
plenty 
of 
meat, the 
race 
might rjae among the leading nations, 
he sajdiT“Over there every white man 
is known as a European and not as an 
American,” explained *fhe captain.

rember 12. 1751. was the only daugh* 
i ter of Robert Co kran, vvluo was killed 1 
by the Indians In 1756, 
Margaret’s j 
moth* r, for whom the daughter was i 
named, was taken into captivity at the 
•ame time. 
Margaret was now the 
years old and escaped her parents’ 
fate because she and her brother 
were visiting an uncle, who raised 
Marga ret. 
In 1772 Margaret married .Toha Cor­ 
bin oi Virginia. 
Corbin enlisted in 
the First company, Pennsylvania ar­ 
tillery, and his wife, {raving no chil­ 
dren, followed her husband to war, 
serving as u nurso and aid In camp 
life. 
When John Corbin was killed at the 
battle of Fort Washington, November 
16, 1776, Margaret took bis place at 
the gun, until struck down with three 
grapes hot, which severed an arm and 
tore awuy pnrf of her breast. 
Mary Pitcher's husband. Hays, was 
a gunner in the same regiment, and It 
Is safe to assume that Margaret Cor­ 
bin's heroism at Fort Washington in­ 
spired Molly Pitcher’s act at Mon­ 
mouth. 
At the surrender Margaret was en­ 
rolled as a member of the “Invalid 
Regiment." 
Her wounds 
at 
Fort 
Washington were such thnt they were 
ultimately the cause of her death 
in 1800. 
On account of her w’ounds the su­ 
preme council of Philadelphia on June 
29, 1779, granted her $30 and recom­ 
mended her to the board of war for a 
regular pension. 
The resolution of 
congress, July 6, 1779, Is on record in 
which honorable mention Is made of 
the services of Margaret Corbin. 
“Resolved, That Margaret Corhln, 
wounded and disabled at the attack of 
Fort Washington, while she heroically 
filled the post of her husband who 
was killed by her side, serving a piece 
of artillery, do receive during her nat­ 
ural life or continuance of said disabil­ 
ity, one-half the monthly pay drawn 
by a soldier in service of these States; 
and that she now receive out of the 
public stores one suit of clothes or 
the value thereof in money.” 
Margaret Corbin was the first worn- 
n pensioned by our government for 
heroic deeds.

It is 
j the unanim ous opinion of all who are 
,members of it that it is extremely un» 
wise to ship cotton seed for planting 
I purposes from the southern p#tSons 
of the state. It is 
definitely 
known 
¡th at at least six counties in southern 
Texas ¡.as Pink Bollworm infection, 
some of the areas are small, others: 
are decidedly more extensive. 
When 
it is remembered that the first infec­ 
tion was found in the month of Aug­ 
ust of the present year and that too 
in a section of the state seriously af- 
I’fee ted by the drouth, much of the cot­ 
ton foliage had failed and the fru itin g | 
period passed, it is believed by us that 
the ta k of locating the worms was 
much more difficult and in some re­ 
spects almost impossible, yet in face 
of these adverse conditions five oth 
er counties have been added to the in­ 
fecir.I area or at least portions of five 
other counties. 
Our fear ts, after a 
most careful and painstaking investi­ 
gation. that probably there are twelve 
and maybe twenty counties 
in 
the 
southern portions of the state that are 
now infected and the people living 
there are absolutely unaw are of it. 
It is needless for us to suggest tha* 
a Pink Bollworm infection in Lamar 
county would probably prove to be 
one of our greatest disasters, if the 
pests are as bad as 
they are

sented, and 1 there is no

ed, land values would depreciate and 
serious business complications would
